Doctor Advocates Idea at the 


Commonwealth Luncheon 


Across Bay. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 26.—"The true 
function of a democratic city Justifies It 
In entering upon diverse educational ac- 
tivities outalda of the old Interprepa- 
Oon of the school. The building of li- 
braries, the' erection of laTjoratorles, the 
extension of museums and the like, all 
give a. democratic character to educa- 
tional advancement. These things give 
to the masses what for years past was 
the privilege of the classes." 
So declared Dr. Caroline Bosenberg at 
the meeting of the Commonwealth Club 
at Its w«ekly Innoheon at the Hotel St. 
Francis today. In speaking In support of 
the Idea that the public school buildings 
be utilized evenmgs for the entertain- 
ment and education of adults. 
"Continuous education for the adult, as 
well as that of the child, should be part 
of our public school system. 
The very 
existence of this Commonwealth Club Il- 
lustrates recognition of this fact," con- 
tinued as president of the Collegiate Al- 
umnae, represented the views of the col- 
lege women of San Francisco. 
"If the people cannot go to the univer- 
sity, the university must come to the 
people. Its purpose Is to liberalize men." 
In New York these evening schools for 
adults, with their lecture courses, con- 
certs and the like dlvertlsment, have 
been a part of the educational system for 
the past twenty-two years, being created 
by act of the Legislature.

There was no significance whatever in the gathering. 
The indorsement or condemnation of the Iroquois 
amounts to nothing now.

that mule" letter of the la>t Presidential campaign 
gave the once stalwart organization over to laughter 
—to that laughter that is far more fatal than all the 
denunciations of vitriolic tongues. 
Is This a Sort of Second Girlhood? 


I see that Mrs. Gertrude Atherton has been saying

hasn't been much rustling in the effort to get it. 


But why should San Francisco have to put up 


money1 for a site at all' Do other places have to buy 
sites in order to make appropriations available? The 
fact is, the way the State of California has treated San 
Francisco since the fi^e is disgraceful. There was an 
appropriation for a State building. Xo building has 
been built. The Xormal School is not housed as well 
as the bucolic Xormal schools. 
And now we can't 


have an armory until we raise 8100,000 at a time when 
our best energies are devoted to getting homes built 
and business re-established. 
The Money and the World's Fair 


As for the World's Fair, I see that Xew Orleans 


is trying to hog this one after having had her Louis- 
iana Purchase Exposition. Xew Orleans is a bluff—- 
the dirtiest and most inefficent city in the country— 
the only city on all his travels where the reception to 
President William McKinley was a failure. The people 
who went from here to the much-advertised Mardi 
Gras fete came back with a huge disgust. 


"Why, it didn't compare with San Francisco on an 


ordinary Xew Year's eve," they said in comment. 


I notice that San Diego has announced a contribu- 


tion on paper of $100,000 from John D. Spreckels 
toward the little poppy-show fair of the southern city. 
When the Chamber of Commerce went to Los An- 
geles to meet the San Diego people the southern 
booster* said John D. had already put up or down 
$200,000 toward their fund. 
Evidently this S100.000 


must be in addition to that. So a San Franciscan has 
given a contribution of $300,000 out of the $750.000 
the San Diegans have on their list. 


But before San Diego talks of fairs she ought to 


get somebody to open her big new hotel. It is a fine 
house that has been an unconscionable time in finding 
a tenant. Xo one seems to want to touch it: and there 
it stands in the heart of the city like a beautiful white 
elephant, while the Grant money that went into it is 
not drawing any interest. I wish we had it in San 
Francisco. 
We need it, for our hotels are frequently

League headquarters and proceeded to appoint sub- 
committees and otherwise organize a machine to take 
charge of the local campaign. As the local clubs had 
not been consulted, the 
self-constituted 
executive 


committee acting over their heads, there was a row 
and much talk of bosses, which caused the committee 
to go into secret session to launder its reform lingerie. 


The local clubs call themselves Independent and 


they are sufficiently unrestrained to resent the at- 
tempt of the State body to put them out of commis- 
sion by appointing unauthorized committees to even 
pass upon the status of the clubs themselves. 
To 


date the Independent clubs have refused to change 
their name from Municipal League of Independent 
Republican Clubs back to Lincoln-Roosevelt League, 
and in addition to being resentful of the efforts of the 
committee to manipulate them as a sideshow of that 
machine are much amused at what 
they te,rm the 


audacity of the attempt of the tail to wag the dog. 
There is fun ahead for the State League if it persists 
in its efforts to manipulate the local clubs by the old 
time boss methods, against which it has been inveigh- 
ing so loudly for the past two years. 


The leaders, in the open, of this latest boss reform 


movement are George E. Crothers, lawyer and nephew 
of the late Senator James G. Fair, as well as a legatee 
of the millionaire mining man; Max Kuhl, a disciple 
of Rolla V. Watt, and a small surviving section of 
the Heney-Spreckels political combination. 
Democrats Slow in Acting 


The Democrats have made 
no progress in the 


selection of a candidate for Governor except it be by 
elimination. Assessor Washington Dodge has been 
urged to make the contest, but has positively de- 
clined to do so. Thomas J. Geary, the former Con- 
gressman from Sonoma, is being put forward by his 
friends, but has not indicated his intention. 
Down 


in Los Angeles the Dockweiler coterie of Democrats 
, are urging Joseph H. Call to get into the fight. E. A. 


Miller, State Senator from Visalia, has a considerable 
number of supporters, but he, with the others, is wait- 
ing to see which way the cat will jump. Still others 
in the list are in much the same 
position, leaving 


Theodore A. Bell as the only declared candidate to 
date. 


It had been the intention of the supporters of Bell 


for Governor to attempt to secure his indorsement at 
the annual convention of State Iroquois held in this 
city last week. The call for that assembly contained 
such suggestion, but delegates raised the point that 
the constitution of the Iroquois Club prohibited such 


indorsement. 
The call contained the following para- 


graph significant of the status of Bell in the south: 


"It is rumored that the country south of Tehachapi 


does not look with favor upon this second effort of 
Theodore Bell to attain the gubernatorial chair. Their 
distance from the convention will probably prevent 
them from taking any important part in the proceed- 
ings. It is doubtful if they will send a very large 
delegation." 


The banquet 
following the convention, and at 


which Bell was the 
principal speaker, 
had about 


twenty-five guests, and there was added gloom be- 
cause of a non-union band that discoursed inharmony 
to the great disgust of a union Iroquois, who declared 
that trouble was sure to result from that band. 
Democratic South May Name Man 


While the supporters 
of Theodore A. Bell for 


Governor are boastful that he will secure the nomi- 
nation for that office without doubt, there are some 
skeptics who believe that the former Congressman 
may meet his Waterloo as early in the canvass as the 
conference of Democrats called to take place at Los 
Angeles in April, 


There is now no special demand in the northern 


part of the State for the nomination of Bell. He has 
lost ground in his former strongholds, Napa, Sacra- 
mento and San Francisco counties. His turning down 
for the nomination would not come as a shock to the 
Democrats of either of these sections. In this city 
especially Bell has lost much ground. Union labor 
was with him four years ago and now it is emphati- 
cally opposed to him because of his attacks on Mayor 
P. H. McCarthy during the recent municipal cam- 
paign. 


The northern Democrats are indifferent and the 


southern Bourbons would like to name a man of their 
own to head the Democratic ticket, and it is not im- 
probable that they will do so. Labor all over the 
State is prepared to lift his political scalp should he, 
by chance, run the gauntlet of the southern conference 
and the primary. 


That the Democrats of Southern California will 


have no small voice in the selection of the nominee of 
that party is indicated by the vote they cast four 
years ago. 
In Los Angeles Bell was given 12,937 


votes, while San Francisco gave him but 11,650, which 
included thousands of ballots cast by laboring men 
who are now seeking the most effective 
way of 


encompassing his defeat. William H. Langdon re- 
ceived 8360 votes in Los Angeles at the last State- 
election and 10,523 in this city. These votes were 
against Bell then and are not for him now. 


So little interest is taken in Bell's candidacy here 


that it is doubtful if more than a handful of Demo- 
crats attend the April nominating convention in Los 
Angeles. 
Should the Bourbons of the south unite 


on a candidate there is little question of their ability 
to nominate a choice, by reason of the'lack of enthusi- 
asm for any candidate in the north. 
Isidor Jacobs'Plan Failed 


The recent attempt of Isidor Jacobs to capture the 


annual convention of the Iroquois Clubs of the State 
and turn it over to Hiram Johnson is a subject of 
much chatter among the Democrats. Jacobs is him- 
self an "old Squaw," having been a member of the 
Iroquois for years. He was present at the convention 
and was temporarily appointed 
to one of the com- 


mittees of the body. 
Robert L. Mann, a brother of 


Seth Mann, the latter having been mentioned for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor, was next to the 
Jacobs scheme and proceeded to force it into the open 
by the'unique motion that the Iroquois "indorse a 
Democrat for Governor." 


This jarred the fine sensibilities of the assembled 


Bourbons, who saw the implication contained in the 
motion, and it was laid upon the lable, leaving the 
Democratic gathering in the anomalous attitude of 
refusing to declare for a Democra'ic candidate for 
Governor. This might cause the definition of Bour- 
bon to be recalled, but Jacobs' little game was de- 
feated by indirection anyway. In tho meantime Isidor 
had withdrawn from the convention not returning to 
the afternoon session. '

Stanford's and Colonel Crocker's 
death, the latter's 


brother, George, took the privilege away from Stein- 
man and gave it to his brother-in-law, L. F. Hanchett. 
Not long afterward C. P. Huntington put Steinman 
back again. Steinman was a humble employe of the 
restaurant at one time and got his first raise in pay 
because the man who controlled the place then heard 
and liked his tilt with a customer. The 
latter had 


complained about an egg sandwich. 


"You don't expect us to give you a chicken with 


it, do you?" bluntly remarked Steinman. 


Some time ago Steinman sold a piece of property 


in the Chinatown section of Sacramento for'$33,000, 
and $17,000 of the purchase price is still owing and 
secured by a mortgage.

has improved the property and wa« offered the other 
day $105,000 for it. 
Big Oil Syndicate 


The California oil industry is in such a flourishing 


condition that a new syndicate has entered the field, 
with a personnel and financial strength that makes it 
a formidable rival to the three biggest companies now 
on the scene—namely: the Union, Associated and 
Standard. The stockholders consist of Wellington 
Gregg and F. W. Bradley, who represent the Crockers; 
M. L. Requa of Oakland, W. H. Talbot, W. L. Stewart, 
Thomas A. O-'Donnell, C. F. Hunt, George T. Cameron, 
S. P. St. Clair, W. M. Alexander, John Barneson, H. 
H. Welsh, John Baker Jr., George M. Rolph, S. W. 
Morshead, S. A. Guiberson Jr. and E. J. de Sabla Jr. 
California now leads all the States in the production of 
petroleum oil, having jumped ahead of Oklahoma last 
year. The annual value of its product has run far ahead 
of the gold production of California-and is now a little 
ahead of the yearly value of the citrus fruit production. 
The new syndicate owns a large acreage of oil lands 
and it is its intention to sink wells and develop the 
properties, and also, on certain conditions, assist in de- 
veloping the oil property for other people. Production 
is still behind the demand, which makes the oil situa- 
tion so satisfactory. It may not be generally known 
that oil at $1 a barrel is far cheaper than coal at even $4 
a ton. Two and a half barrels of oil equal a ton of good 
coal. 
Belgian Consul Going Home 


Mons. Leon de Waell, the popular consul of Belgium 


in this city under Consul-General F. Woden, is to re- 
turn home iij April to accept a position under the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs in connection with the Brussels 
International Exposition, which opens in May and con- 
tinues until the middle of October. Consul de Waell 
is to be assigned to the bureau which is especially to 
welcome American visitors and entertain distinguished 
touristb from the United States. 
According to the 


consul and members of the local Belgian colony, King 
Albert of Belgium wants the exposition to be the 
means in part of increasing' the friendship of the United 
States and his country and to increase trade between 
the two nations. Better than any of his fellow rulers, 
they assert, is he in a position to appreciateJthe value 
of closer intercourse, economic as well as political, be- 
tween this country and his own,' having made a 
thorough study of American conditions during the pro- 
longed stay which he made here, not in the capacity of 
a mere tourist or ordinary visitor, but rather as a stu- 
dent in search of information.

will join Consul de Wael! in Brussels in July.

The roads offered $25,000 as a reward to claim- 
ants approved by the Federal Court. The bandits were 
caught and are in prison.

wants $20,000. 
She insists, according to Detective

claimants for part of the reward are still to be heard 
from, and Martin says when all claims are in, four 
times the amount offered would not pay the face of the 
claims presented.

Hindus and Citizens 


The steady influx of Hindu laborers to this State 


and coast through the ports of Seattle and San Fran- 
cisco and over the British Columbia border will one 
of these days, in the opinion of prominent San Fran- 
cisco lawyers, bring up the legal question as to 
whether these people from India can become natural- 
ized citizens. One of the leaders of the bar said yes- 
terday that the Federal Court in New Mexico has just 
decided that a Turk is not a white man and denied an 
appficant of that nationality his first naturalization 
papers. This same lawyer says that the Federal Court 
in Utah has a naturalization case before it involving 
the meaning of the United States constitution where it 
states that only "white persons" may be naturalized. 
Tbe negro, of course, was given the right of citizen- 
ship after the Civil war by special enactment of Con- 
gress. This same authority says that this question 
clearly involves a legal determination of the most per- 
plexing problems that trained ethnologists and savants 
have fotight over. 
It meant that the United States 


Supreme Court may be called upon to decide the origin 
of every branch of the human race, and also divide all 
races into the divisions of color, >nch as yellow, white, 
brown, red and black. According to the lawyer, some 
high authorities contend that color is not the crucial 
test, the plain purpose of the constitution being to 
avoid the risk of a departure from the high ideals of 
Americans by placing in the American race other peo- 
ples thatj those who can be assimilated without much 
risk. 


The Grand Duke's Book 


Grand Duke Boris of Russia, a first cousin of Czar 


Nicholas and the gay and handsome second son of the 
Grand Duchess Vladimir, has fent to friends in this 
city copies of a finely printed ami bound volume detail- 
ing his tour of the world via Toldo and San Francisco 
.in 1*X)2 and his experiences at tie front in Manchuria 
during the recent war between Russia and Japan. The 
author of the book of travels, which is called "Prom- 
enade Author du Monde," is the duke's private secre- 
tary, Ivan de Schaeck, and he explains the book was 
written "under the supervision of His Highness.'" A 
careful perusal of this account of Duke Boris' travels 
shows that it contains no mention of how to drink 
champagne out of the dainty slipper of a fair young 
woman of this city, who was one of a bevy of beauties 
he entertained in a French restaurant during his stay 
of several days in San Francisco. Nor'does he tell of 
how he was delighted to see the original Little Egypt 
in her startling performances in a dive on the south 
side of Market street where the Humboldt Bank build- 
ing now stands.

about Japanese war times one conies across his tribute 
to the heroism of his elder brother, Cyril, who was 
rescued from the sea after the s nking by the Japanese 
of the battleship on which he was at the time, and the 
praise he gives the famous Russian painter, Verestcha- 
gin, who went down to death in the same ship. But no 
mention is made of his altercation with the commander- 
in-chief of the Russian forces. General Kuropatkin, 
when he slapped the general's face and was only saved 
from being shot because of his relationship to the czar. 
The latter at once opdered hi* cousin home. Kuro- 
patkin had rebuked Boris for bringing to the front with 
him in a private car a number of his St. Petersburg 
women favorites and leading a riotous life with them 
amid scenes of carnage and death.

There is a phase of the so-called "white slave" traffic that is 


not generally understood by those active in its suppression and too 
often overlooked in dealing with this hideous blot on civilization. 
it is a phase that presents one of the greatest difficulties in bring- 
ing the loathsome wretches who thrive on female degradation to 
punishment. 
It is presented in the appalling and disheartening 


fact that not a few of the so-called white slaves have no repugnance 
to a life of shame and are servilely faithful to the infamous crea- 
tures who sequester their earnings. 


A recent incident in one of the criminal courts of New York 


City reveals the pathetic and hopeless side of the social evil with its 
horrible' concomitants. A Hungarian named^ Paul Drenka was con- 
victed of putting a countrywoman in a bagnio and taking her earn- 
ings. The evidence showed that each day he went to the house in 
'which she plied her trade" and took from what she had earned in 
the previous twenty-four hours. 
Sometimes her filthy wage 


amounted to $20 a day. The woman gave all to her master, always 
asking him for the money she spent on herself. Drenka was given 
a year's sentence. 


Instead of being grateful for her release from bondage, the poor 


creature was heartbroken. The scene is thus depicted in the N<ew 
York Sun: 


"When Judge Rosalsky sent him to the penitentiary for a year 


the girl gave way loudly to her feelings. Her screams brought pro- 
ceedings to a stop and the judge asked that she be brought forward., 
One of the court attendants had to lift her bodily, as she kicked and 
screamed, and he carried her to where the judge could talk to her. 
He explained that the man who had harmed her was going to be 
punished. 'Oh, my Paul! My Paul!' she cried. 'Let me die, let me 
die!' She had to be taken into one of the jury rooms, where she 
kept up her weeping. It took a lot of hard work by one of the 
prison physicians to get her out of the fit of hysteria." 


Another .repulsive feature of the wretched case was the fact that 


the evidence on which Drenka was convicted was supplied by an- 
other filthy scoundrel who was originally a partner in the owner- 
ship of the woman. Because Drenka had ousted him from the in- 
famous partnership and monopolized the woman's earnings, Philip 
Mangold, who participated in making an outcast of the woman, 
made a clean breas't of the affair to the police. Sentence in his case 
was suspended. 


There is no moral to the case so far as we can see. It is in- 


structive merely as illustrative of a singular phase of the most 
baffling problem that mankind has ever encountered. None the less 
it emphasizes the necessity for hunting down and punishing the 
vermin who degrade and prey upon weak women. But on the other 
hand it discloses the hopeless character of the struggle to eradicate 
the social evil. Reclamation and reformation are often successful, 
but the evil itself continues unabated. Neither the power of the 
law nor the precepts of religion have ever prevailed against it; it 
has baffled the wisdom of all the ages, and today it is a cancerous 
ulcer on the vitals of the human race.

wide and locks twice as long as the original estimate called for: The 
canal-as originally planned could have been built for the estimated 
figure, except, perhaps, for the increased cost of labor, which cer- 
tainly no one could take into account ten years before it happened

Mr. Wiltse is right to the extent that we omitted to say that 


the original plans had been materially altered in several respects 
the alterations^adding heavily to the cost of construction, but he is 
radically wrong in saying that the width of the canal and the length 
of the locks had been doubled. 


The plans on which the original estimates were based called for 


U canal 200 feet wide on the bottom and locks 900 feet long. Th 
canal is being excavated to a depth of 300 feet on the bottom anc 
the locks have been lengthened to 1000 feet. Another change tha 
has increased the cost was moving the locks on the Pacific side four 
miles back from the shore. The cost of labor and supplies has un 
•deniably increased. 


But the changes in the plans, making due allowance for the in 


creased expenditure they necessitate, are far from giving an ade 
quate reason why the canal should cost $373,000,000 instead o 
$139,700,000, as originally estimated. We have no reason to believi 
that the disparity between estimates and actual expenditures is du< 
to peculation, extravagance, incompetence or mismanagement, bu 
merely alluded to the matter as an illustration of the fact that grea 
public works are rarely, if ever, completed within the original esti 
mates. Neither are private enterprises of similar character for tha 
matter, though private work is usually done more economically. 


The estimated cost of the Manchester canal was $35,000,000 


The actual cost was $80,000,000. The Western 
Pacific railroad 


cost $30,000,000 more than the original estimates called for, and th 
same is true of nearly every great engineering and industrial project 
But whatever the final cost of the Panama canal may be, THE 
TRIBUNE belies es it will be worth the money to the American 
people in indirect benefits(if not direct profits.

•'ABIDE WITH ME: FAST FALLS THE EVENTIDE" 


Abide with me! 
Fapt falls the eventld?, 


The darkness deepens—Lord, with me abide! 
When other helpers fall, and comforts flee. 
Help of the helpless!, O, ahide w!«h me! 


Swift to Us close ebb« out llfe'» little day; 
Earth's Joya grow dim, its slorles pass away; 
Chinge and decay In all around I see; 
O, thou, who changcst not, abide with me. 


I ne»d thy presence every pas°ln? hour; 
What but thv grace can foil the" tempter's power? 
\\ ho, like ttu-self, mv it'ildo and stav can b< ? 
Throujrh cloud and sunshine, Lord, abide with me! 
I fear no foe, with thep at hand to bless; 
Ills have no weight, and tears no bitterness; 
Where Is death's sting? where, grave, thy victory? 
I triumph still, If thou abide with me. 


Hold then thy cross before mv closing eyes;

author's approaching death. The eventide of life was 
then closing about Rev. Henry Francis Lyte,' for 
twenty years curate of Brlxham, In Devonshire, Engj- 
land. near the home of Miss Charlotte Elliott, who 
wrote "Just As I Am " His was a seaside parish, and 
the hardy uncouth fishermen often greatly tried the 
gentle, sensitive nature of this loving and poetic min- 
ister of the gospel. He was a natural hymn maker. 
He turned out hvmns for the little ones, for his 
fisher charges, and for sufferers like himself. But 
this particular one, his swan song. Is the finest of 
them all. It Is known the world over, and to how 
many millions It has borne the blessing of sweet com- 
fort no one will ever know or be able to tell. 


His physician had advised him that the climate 


at Brlxham was Injurious to his health, and had 
told him he must leave.' This caused him Intense 


grief, for he loved hH parish, and greatly loved the 
sea, beside which be had been brought up fi»m 
childhood. He wrote: 


"I know no divorce I should more deprecate than 


from the sea. From childhood It hu been my friend 
and playmate." 


But it had to be 
He railed his congregation o- 


gether for a last communion, although so weak ph -s- 
Ically himself that he was barely able to withstand 
the exertion of the service. When It w«* over, rnd 
he had exhorted hi* members to "prepare for that 
solemn hour which mist come to all, by * timely ac- 
quaintance with, appreciation of and dependence on 
the death of Christ," he dragged his weary body to 
his room, where he remained a long while.

when the deed was discovered he promised 
to rcconvey the property, on which no 
improvements have been made, which he 
has never done. 
That he ordered the re-appraisement of 
property first appraised at $8000, lowering 
it to $6200, then allowed Mrs. Ina Cook, 
wife of his law partner, Flnley Cook, to 
bid it in open court for $5625, and that 
only when the sale was protected in open 
court and an offer 
made 
liy Attorney 
tfan to pay 30 per cent more if given 


two davs' time to get the money, was 
the arrangement discarded. 
That he borrowed $5000 from Mrs. Lee 
and never made accounting for large 
sums of money belonging to tie estate.
